1975, in which you requested a iclose search of the Offi^ce of 
Security file pertaining to Harold Weisberg and any o^er files 
which may contain references to his name. Of particul^ar 
interest, according to your request, were items whicli would 
indicate that Mr. Weisberg had ever been subjected fo.- surveillance 
activity of any type by the Office of Security. / 

2. The Office of Security file on Harold Weisberg disclosed 
that he was born in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania -on 8 April 1913 
• pf Russian born parents. He attended the Uni'^rsity of Delaware 
for^ three years, 1931 to 1934, without attaining a degree, and 
worked as a newspaper correspondent. United /States Government 
employee and freelance writer prior to entering the United 
States Army in December 1942. While in military service, 

Mr. h'eisbsrg served "with the Office of Sriategic Services in 
North AfricTa. According to a Personal History Statement, 
completed by Mr. Weisberg in December !^44, he was given an 
"Honorable-Medical" discharge from th^United States Army in 
November 1944. A background investi^tion, completed in July 1944, 
was completely favorable as to Mr. W^isberg’s loyalty and reputation 
He has had no subsequent affiliatioi/ with the Agency since 1944.
